vaal that Dot anytbiag bat war will 
come, for the pruient, between the 
dUputanti. Toe political diffleultiee 
that have arisen out of the large im- 
migration from the British Isles to 
South Africa are of a character that 
might h-tve been adjusted without t> 
resort to arms, bat when meo becotm 
stubborn on both tides there is liuu 
hope of a peaceable adjustment ol 
ditTereuo8«, and war force comes to 
subdue oue of the parties to the con- 
tention, with all of its sad following. 
It is not surprising that humane people 
oppose it and it* grim surroundings. 


The pomp and circumstance of WHI 


ii losing much of its vlamour to think- 
ing people. While the belter teuee ol 
Christendom is in opposi ion to WHI 
force for the esttlemeut of differences 
between nations aud peoples who hare 
taken a national character, the dealt) 
dealing monster and all the miseries 
there are in its train are unbound and 
let loose to prey npon the present 
happiness of those who are subject to 
its peace destroying work. Mttnv ol 
the free and the brave of the Trane- 
Tatil and arijoiuiog states will meet 
death to support what to them are 
•acred rights that the invader is seek- 
ing to take from them. 


What are rights to the dead? What 


.are rights to the living when they ore 
disregarded and trampled upon by t- 
stronger power? The weak may pro- 
test, aud in the end resist, but tbeie 
follows, as a rule, to the weak destruc- 
tion of life and rights. The brave will 
still, though antibilation of life atd 
right to life is written in the habila 
ments and painting of death, meet th< 
inevitable and die like men should u. 
defense of their rights. 


Whatever may be the bone of con- 


tention between. Great Britain mxi tb> 
Traasvaa,! i-. not m-itefi-tl to u propor 
determination of tha question in the 
light of established riiints. i'lis Trans- 
vaal people hare been and are iuposee-- 
sion. They and their ancestors subdueo 
the wildsruesB in South Africa which 
they utcipy aurl where they have ihen 
homes. They recovered it from rutur>- 
in strong form by conquering tie i 
uoun'ry from the Zilu, or natural 
man, who claimed the exclusive iig 
lo hold the laud ugaitidt all men, 
which being true, there ia no question 
about their right of osuupaney or theii 
right to freedom. They nave taken n 
national character if 
they do not 


possess the right to m^ke treaties v.iUi 
foreigu powers. Ail else that belong* 
to and gives national character is iu 
their pjsaeseion, aud the right of bell 
government is vented iu the people. 


Then, from whence came tho right ol 


Great Britain to interfere with tht 
domestic affaiis of the Boere, by de- 
manding from them rights iu favor 01 
British subject?, which they do noi 
care to give, because of a belief ttiai 
they and their riuhts would be swdl 
lowed in the near future by the British 
lion? 


The right of the Boer is of (>mall 


consideration when it is ia the way ol 
the advance to greatness by Great 
Britain.

IMPERIALISM BV OOLONtL BBTTAN. 


A few days ago Colonel Bryan made 


a speech at Keokuk, Iowa, to over eight 
thousand people, and there were ex- 
cluded from hearing his effort over 
three thousand persons. Ilia theme 
was "Imperialism," the very naming ol 
which in connection with the United 
States is appalling to nnuy of the peo- 
ple, and they evidently were anxious 
to hear the colonel on the subjsct. The 
body of the audience came from Illi- 
nois, Missouri and the country near 
Keokuk, in Iowa. 


The questions presented 
by 
the 


Philippine war are continually becom- 
ing more Interesting to the people.. 
The questions are new. They include 
• departure by the country from its 
former territorial policy, and there is 
presented conditions which the people 
are not familiar with, and tbay are 
anxious to learn more about the new 
proposed relation the United States 
will ba called upon to tissume respect- 
Ing the Philippines', ia the event of 
territorb.l expansion that will include 
tbe islands. 


There is not only an expansion of 


territory to be considered, but in con- 
nection therewith a foreign war and 
Iti conseqaences upon the future of 
their beloved land. At no time since 
independence was acknowledge! has 
the country been called upon to pass 
on mhtturs away from home until the 
Spanish war was tillered upon to re- 
lieve the people of Cuba. War hereto- 
fore has bean conducted on United 
States territory, or EO near at home 
that it made no material difference.
